The award was duly confirmed by 
order of the then High Court of Justice in 
Ireland dated 26th September, 1921. 

Counsel said that the decree of £60,590 was 
reviewed by the Compensation (Ireiand) Com- 
mission at an informal hearing held in Novem- 
ber, 1922. at which the plaintiffs were not 
allowed to produce expert witnesses or any 
legal assistance, and the award of £60,590 was 
reduced to the sum of £45,244, which included 
an award by County Court Judge Moore for 
1,400, the amount of another decree of plain- 
tiffs for loss or property not included in the 
defendants’ policy. In respect of the 
diminished award of £45,244 the plaintiffs had 
received to date by way of indemnity for their 
loss sums amounting only to £39,844, leaving 
a balance of £20,746 due to them, in respect 
of which the defendants were liable under 
the terms of their policy. Mr. Mackenzie, in 
his affidavit, went on to state that he went to 
London in January last. and had interviews 
with Mr. Daviés, the claims adjuster of the 
defendant company, and also Mr. Price, of 
Messrs. Price and Gibbs, insurance assessors. 
acting for the defendants, and he was informed 
by each of these that the defendants had got 
an indemnity from the British Government 
against any action on the part of the plaintiffs, 
and this action would be defended by the Irish 
Free State Government. He was subsequently 


referred to the Minister of Finance by the 
British Treasury, and that the agreement and 
obligations under the indemnity given by the 
British Government were now vested in the 
Irish Free State Government. Counsel gaid 
that at ‘the time of entering into the contract 
of insurance the defendants had an office in 
Dublin, but since then they had closed the 
office, and they had now no plece of business 
within the jurisdiction of the Court.

Gallipoli. 


Under the heading, “New Light on 
Gallipoli,” some extracts from a sup- 
pressed report by the Turkish General 
Staff were published in The Times of 
yesterday.

The 
Turkish opinion is that the British forces 
could have attained success either by 
combined naval and military action or by 
a determined nayal attack alone. “To

timorous was their attempt at the 
“Gallipoli gamble.” One rdsolute naval 
attack was delivered with insufficient 
forces, and then those in authority shrank 
from further risks. The Turks believed 
that, if the attempt had been repeated, 
it would have been successful; and this 
opinion has not been: modified by later 
events.

DISINFECTION OF RAILWAY 


TRUCKS. 

Captain Fitzroy said he knew that the,

MR. CHURCHILL'S

TIT, has been known for some time that the 


break-up of the Coalition left him in an even 
more difficult position than his Liberal 
colleagues. His experiences between 1914 and 
1922 must have made it plain to him that, 
both for support .of the policies which he 
most cared about and for opposition to the 
policies which he most distrusted, it was 
rather to the Conservatives than to the 
Liberal: that he must look. From that dis- 
covery the natural conclusion must have been 
that he should return to the party in which 
he began his political life. 

Certainly no party has ever lost ground 
more rapidly than the Liberals in the last 
month. The swift, successive stages of Mr. 
Churchill’s conversion have given an appear- 
ance of unnecessary haste, but they have only 
kept pace with the disintegration of his old 
associates, whose mission in public life he 
was expounding so short a time ago..

OTHER GRANTS, — 
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A GRAVE SITUATION. 
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An important, financial statement, was made 
to the meeting oí the Dublin Corporation 
yesterday. It was a report drawn up by 
the City Accountant on thertubject of the 
Estate Duty and other Govérnment grants, 
and it revealed, as the Lord Mayor described 
it, a very serious state of affairs with regard 
to the city finances. 

Mr. Mangan, the City Accountant, set out 
that on February 20 last he received a letter 
from the Ministry of Local Government, in 
reply to his inquiry as to the amount of 
the Estate Duty Grant to the Corporation for 
the current year, and for next year. The 
main points of the reply were :— 

(1) The balance of the grant for 1922-25 
is not likely to exceed 26,000. 

(2) The Ministry cannot*advise that credit 
be taken for 1923-24 at an amount exceeding 
£12,000. 

(5). Estimate for 1924-25, £12,000. 

This made a total of £30,000, while the 
provision for Estate Duty Grant in the 
current year’s Corporation estimates was 
£41,000. Already there had been received 
£2,820, leaving a shortage of estimated in- 
come from that source of £38,180. Unless 
the Ministry would give an assurance that a 
payment of £30,000 within the year 1924-25 
might be expected the Corporation might 
estimate for only £9,000 income from the 
t@at. Adding the shortage for the current 
year’ and the estimate of £9,000 for next 
year, the total drop in estimated income would 
e £50.000, which would represent an increase 
in next year’s rates of one shilling in the £. 


CAUSE OF REDUCTION. 

From 1917-18 to 1920-21 the Corporation 
received in Estate Duty Grants £83,446; from 
1921-22 to 1924-25 they would receive only 
£11,820. The Ministry stated that the tem- 
porary cause of the reduction was the. failure 
of agricultural tenants to pay land pyrchase 
annuities, the deficiency having to be met 
first out of the Estate Duty Grant, and, 
secondly, out of the Agricultural Grant. It 
was, however, apparent from the estimates 
of the Ministry for the years 1925-24, 1924-25, 
that the Corporation mb anticipate a per- 
manent reduction in the grant of about 
£10,000 a year. This was due to the fact 
that, whereas formerly Ireland was in receipt 
of nine per cent. of the total estate duties of 
the United Kingdom, the Irish Free State 
must now depend on its own resources; and, 
being a rer country than Great Britain, 
the yield from estate duty is much less. 

The burden on the Dublin ratepayers was 
an especial hardship, because the default in 

ayment of land purchase annuities was not 
in the city, but in the country areas. The 
deficit falls, in the first instance, on the 
estate duty, of which Dublin’s share is sub- 
stantial; while out of the Agricultural Grant 
the city receives only £317. It would seen. 
reasonable that estate duty should be stopped 
from each district according to its own de- 
fault in payment of land purchase annuities, 
and that Dublin should receive a much larger 
proportion of the money available for dis- 
tribution than had been granted to it, 2., 
£9,000, instead of £2,820 ior 1922-23. 

The position was still more inequitable, be- 
cause Dublin had to strike a special rate of 
6d. in the £ for the five years commencing 
with the current year, to be handed over for 
compensation for damage to property Jn 
various country areas. The Local Government 
Department was further attempting to make 
the Corporation pay over, for this purpose, a 
sum greater than the actual produce of the 
statutory rate of sixpence. 

SERIOUS ASPECTS. 

Two aspects of the question of Government 
grants generally required serious €onsidéra- 
tion. One was the inadequacy of the grants, 
and the other the unreasonable manner in 
which they are doled out belatedly to the local 
authorities. Adverse criticism of local 
authorities for the abnormally high rates of 
recent years should be tempered by the re- 
flection that successive Governments had 
shirked bearing an equitable share of the in- 
creased cost of local services. The asylum 
capitation grant of 4s., fixed in 1898, was 
notoriously inadequate. 

Where the Corporation pavs for school 
meals, tuberculosis, and such services, on the 
understanding that the Government will re- 
coup a proportion, the recoupment should pe 
made pari passu with the expenditure. Their 
amount standing for recoupment for school 
meals to March 31, 1923, was £8,193.. The 
financial position of the Corporation’ was ad- 


versely affected by this unbusinesslike proce.

THE WRITER AND THE MAN. 
‘The controversies that have raged around 

the private life of Dean Swift are as unneces- 

sary as they are very frequently impertinent 
and indecent. ‘His greatness, not his little- 
ness, concerns mankind.’ ’’. 

Such was the view expressed by the Rev. 
E. Savell Hicks, M.A., who lectured last 
night on Dean Swift, before the members of 
the National Literary Society in Dublin. 

Swift, said the lecturer, had often’ been 
described as a hypocrite reversed. Whatever 
were his good works or his virtues, they were 
well concealed, and the man was prone to 
encourage the impression. that he was worse 
than was really the case. It was a remark- 
able trait in a man whose works often 
abounded with coarse expressions, and seezn- 
ingly indelicate references that he should; in 
company, maintain the utmost abhorrence of 
indecent speech. It was said of him that if 
he heard an offensive story he would immedi: 
ately quit the company, no matter ‘how dis- 
tinguished it might be. 

When one remembered the author’s 
‘‘Gulliver’s Travels,’” which he confessed to 
have written more to vex than to please, the 
innermost life of the man was rendered 
absorbingly’ interesting. He had a wonder- 
ful power of attracting afféction, and, despite 
inconsistencies, his own heart was filled With 
an vo or for those - whom he 
evinced a feeling of reciprocity.
